Shadow Boxing

If this system were 
practiced by all the other states, 
the entire Federal government 
(except the Presidency) would be 
elected on a more or less non- 
partisan basis. If we want non- 
partisan government, let’s be hon- 
est about it ang completely abolish 
parties and party lables on the 
ballot. But is we are sincere about 
maintaining clear-cut issues as 
between Democrats and Republi- 
cans, then let’s cut out the hokum 
and throw out the “cross-filing” 
business! 


Post War O. P. A. ? 


Recently Chester Bowles, head 
of the OPA, made a speech at 
Yale University. In it he spoke of 
peacetime measures that would be 
the counterpart of the present 
wartime program of rationing and 
price control. 

It is not clear how long Mr. 
Bowles would have the existing 
program continue into the post- 
wareconomy. It is generally 
agreed that some form of price 
control and rationing will be nec- 
essary or a period after the war 
until we get back on our econo- 
mic feet once more after our diz- 
zy whirl through the war. But we 
certainly do not favor price con- 
trol and rationing as a permanent 
part of our American way of life. 

For one thing, such a practice 
is basically foreign to the princi- 
ples which have enabled us_ to 
grow up under such programs. 
other thing, too many abuses can 
grow upp under such programs. 
The “kangaroo courts” are a good 
example. These are the “courts” 
that were set up through a “dir- 
ective’—and. not through the 
authority of congress. In these 
“courts” a hearing administrator 
acting as judge, jury and even 
prosecutor, passes judgment on 
aleged violators of OPA rules and 
regulations. In many instances an 
appeal to the regular courts of 
the land is denied. In other cases 
the appeal would involve so much 
time and cost as to make it im- 
practicable. 

No thinking person objects to 
rationing and price control as a 
war measure. But we must guard

from the Army under certificates of 
disability, a service has been set up 
and is now in operation at Dibble 
General Hospital for the registration 
of such soldiers before they leave the 
hospital, it is announced by Captain 
A. R. Williams, Director of Person- 
nel Division. 

Arrangements have been made for 
Mr. Nathan F. Newcomer, represen- 
tative of the veterans’ employment 
division of the Palo Alto office of 
the United States Employment Ser- 
vice to visit the hospital three or 
four times each week. As the num- 
ber of patients discharged increases, 
Mr. Newcomer’s services will be 
available daily, according to Captain 
Williams. 

Each patient who is being dis- 
charged from the army because of 
disability is interviewed before he 
leaves the hospital. A complete data 
out which contains 
pertinent information regarding the 


soldier’s past experience, special skill | 


or trade, education, age, and his 
preference as to the line of work 
to which he wishes to return. This 
information is forwarded to the 
veterans’ division of the USES in 


the town or city to which the sol- | 


dier expects to return or in which 
he wishes to secure employment 
The information thus furnished en- 
ables the veterans’ representative in 
the soldier’s home town to take im- 
mediate steps to secure suitable em- 
ployment for the soldier upon his 
return. 

Mr. Newcomer cited one example 
of a discharged patient who found 
himself on the job in his home 
town in Pennsylvania within four 
days after his discharge from Dib- 
ble Hospital. 


“The men not only are anxious 


to register at the hospital upon 
their discharge,’ states Captain 
Wiliams, “but this service gives 


them a feeling that something tan- 
gible is being done to return them 
to their communities to immediate- 
ly take up a productive occupation 
and more quickly and readily ad- 
just themselves to civil life.”
